REQUEST FOR CERTIFICATE OF CORRECTION 
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Honorable Sir: 

Patentees and Assignee request the issuing of a Certificate of Correction for U.S. Patent No. 
7,73 1,050 issued June 8, 2010, or alternatively, issuance of a corrected patent. It has been 
discovered that the paragraph including Col. 4, lines 39-49 of the patent include typographical 
errors that were not present in the original application or the published application. Furthermore, the 
typographical errors in Col. 4, lines 39-49 were not included in an Amendment filed January 11, 
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2010. The typographical errors are a result of an oversight on the part of the United States Patent 
and Trademark Office. Accordingly, please correct the paragraph including Col. 4, lines 39-49, as 
follows: 



FIG. 4C shows the closure 40 having been rotated approximately ten (lO.degree.) degrees 
relative to the fully closed position as illustrated in FIG. 4 A and an additional five (5. degree.) 
degr ees of rotation therein illustrated in FIG. 4B. The locking tab 46 of the closure 10 is in full 
slidable contact with the spreading [[earn]] cam 28 of the closure 10 causing maximum flexing of 
the skirt 44 away from the outer surface of the finish 16 of the container 10, and the lower surface of 
the locking tab 46 has been caused to be caromed cammed upwardly by the lifting cam 30 to further 
lift the closure 40 in respect of the container 10. The closure 40 is still secured to the container 10.
